lines would be formed at every 


school Thursday morning. 


The court order, issued by 


Allegheny County Court Judge 
John P. Hester, bars union of. 
ficials "from acting in concert 
by way of ordering, directing or 
taking any action calculated" to 
engage in a mass strike and set 
up picket lines. 


A statement issued by the fed- 


eration said: "We have a man. 


date from the teachers that they 
want collective bargaining in 
Pittsburgh. We are not going to 
fail 
that 
mandate. Without 


the right to vote, teachers are 
already in jail." 


The Board of Education asked 


Hester to issue an injunction 
Wednesday. 


Board 
attorney 
Nicholas 


Unkovic argued that a teachers' 


strike 
would violate 
state 


laws against walkouts by public 
employes. 


"The health and welfare of 


80,000 school children would be 
affected," said Unkovic. "This 
union seems determined to go 
pell.mell ahead, regardless of 
the law." 


Hester agreed the law clearly 


bars strikes by teachers. 


Herman Foreman, attorney 


for the Pittsburgh Federation of 
Teachers, AFL . CIO, admitted 
the strike would be illegal. "But 
If so let the school board punish 
the teachers, not the court," 
said Foreman. 


The court action was practi. 


cally simultaneous with an at. 
tempt by John Tabor, recently 
appointed secretary of labor 


and industry, to get a 10 day 
cooling off period. 


Albert Fondy, president of the 


l,000.member federation, re. 
fused. But he said he was ready 
to delay the strike if the board 
agreed to discussions in "good 
faith." 


"The board already has asked 


for a declaratory judgment in 
court and just this afternoon 


asked for an injunction against 
us. We consider this bad faith," 
said Fondy. 


Union, school and city officials 


said they were ready for a 
strike. 


The school board said it would 


use volunteers, supervisors and 
substitutes to try and keep the 
schools open. They conceded it 
would be a tough struggle. 


The custodians for the 114 


schools said they'd cross any 
picket 
lines, 
but 
they 


wouldn't let the temperature in 
the buildings 
get above 50 


degrees. 


Bruno Delanna, president of 


the Public School Employes Un. 
ion, said the 200 cafeteria work- 
ers would not cross any picket 
lines.

namese gunners shot down a big 
U.S. Marine helicopter Wednes. 
day near besieged Khe Sanh on 
South Vietnam's northern fron. 
tier, U.S. headquarters reported 
Thursday. It said 22 U.S. serv- 
icemen were killed and one was 
wounded. 


Headquarters said the CH46 


Seaknight was hit by heavy au- 
tomatic weapons fire 11 miles 
northeast of the Khe Sanh com- 
bat base, where allied troops 
are surrounded by an estimated 
40,000 Communists. 


Across the country, fighting

France Says Bomb Halt 
Would Lead to Peace 


PARIS (AP)— France has in- 


formation "explicitly" stating 
that an unconditional halt in 
U.S. bombing of North Vietnam 
would be the gesture needed to 
open negotiation on ending the 
war, a government spokesman 
said Wednesday. 


It was assumed the informa- 


tion came from the North Viet- 
namese. France maintains a 
diplomatic mission in Hanoi and 
North Vietnam has a delegate 
general in Paris. 


There was no comment in 


Washington, but American offi- 
cials there said Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk had beer, in- 
formed of the statement before 
attending a Vietnam situation 
meeting at the White House 
with President 
Johnson and 


Gen. Earle G. Wheeler, chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


The French government state 


ment again stressed President 
Charles de Gaulle's position that 
unless talks begin shortly the 
war will spread through South- 
east Asia and involve other na- 
tions. 


De Gaulle has repeatedly crit- 


icized the U.S. role in Vietnam, 
He has referred to it indirectly 
as "monstrous", and said the 
withdrawal of American troops 
is the only real solution to the 
conflict. "There are no other 
ways than those we propose," 
hesaiduia New Year's address 
to the nation.

Mikhail A. Suslov, Soviet par. 


ty ideologist, was reported to 
have assailed Red China for 
great power chauvinism, nation, 
alism and refusal to cooperate 
in united Communist action to 
support North Vietnam. 


Poland's Zenon Kliszko made 


similar criticisms, and East 
Germany's Erich Honecker not 
only attacked Red China but de. 
Glared that loyalty to the Soviet 
Union is the true test of a Com- 
munist. 


Romania a fence, sitter in the 


Moscow-Peking dispute that has 
destroyed world Communist uni- 
ty, expressed regrets that the 
Soviet Union had found it neces- 
sary to violate its promises and 
criticize the absent Chinese.

can leader, apparently will be 
opposed In the November elec- 
tions by State Atty. Gen. Wil- 
liam G. Clark. 


The laborious process by 


which the Democratic slate- 
makers came up with Clark's 
name and that of Lt. Gov. Sam. 
uel H. Shapiro "or the gover- 
nor's race indicated these two 
were far from runaway choices 
for the top candidates in a criti. 
cal state. 


There had been talk for 


months that Sargent Shriver, 
head of the Office of Economic 
Opportunity, or Adlai E. Steven. 
son m, both generally listed in 
the big.name category, might 
be endorsed for the offices. 


The President's close political 


relationship with Mayor Rich, 
ard J. Daley of Chicago, who 
runs the Democratic party of Il- 
linois, suggests that Johnson 
was consulted about every de- 
tail of the decision-making proc- 
ess. 


Shriver didn't show up to 


make his case with the king- 
makers, a slight in which he 
•would not have indulged if he 
had had any White House back- 
ing to run for either senator or 
governor. 


If Johnson now appoints the 


poverty war director to an am. 
bassadorship in Paris or some 
comparable job, a segment of 
the political community will 
conclude that the 
President 


didn't want his old friend Dirk- 
sen opposed by a Democrat who 
would attract outsized publicity 
in his campaign. 


Dirksen has supported John, 


son's basic Vietnam policies 
when many about ninj in both 


parties were assailing them. 
The Republican leader has just 
made a U-turn that promises to 
provide the Senate voters for 
passage of an administration 
civil rights bill, with an open 
housing provision of sorts, that 
was doomed without his sup. 
port. 


Stevenson, who was willing to 


run for either office, apparently 
flunked out as a candidate when 
he said he couldn't guarantee to 


support Johnson's Vietnam poll, 
cies. 


Beset as he is within his own 


party by critics of his Asian 
course, Johnson is obviously not 
inclined to welcome any dissen. 
ters on the ticket in Illinois, 
with its 26 electoral votes.

He 
said the reports are general es- 
timates of ' 'the amount of LSD 
we're finding on the street."

Finiator said, "I think a prudent 
man could draw that conclu- 
sion."

cline came Monday in testimony 
by Food and Drug Commission, 
er James L. Goddard before a 
House commerce subcommit- 
tee.

The extent to which the Viet

This can create problems for 


the enemy. The North Viet 
namese— at last reports still in- 
filtrating at the rate of 6,000— 
6,500 a month— have less knowl- 
edge than the Viet Cong of local 
people and terrain, and may get 
less help from local people. 
There are likely to be differ- 
ences on matters of strategy 
and tactics. 


Whether there is, soon or 


eventually, another major off en- 
sive against the cities probably 
depends upon the Communists' 
own assessment of their man- 
power problems and capabilities 
in the light of their losses.

Compromise Civil Rights Bill 
Bars Housing Discrimination 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Home 


owners who sell their houses 
through a real estate broker 
wouldbe barred from discrimi- 
nating against Negroes or oth- 
ers, beginning Jan. 1, 1970, un. 
der a compromise civil rights 
bill introduced in the Senate 
Wednesday. 


This is one of the key provi- 


sions of a combination open 
housing and civil rights protec. 
tion measure worked out in an 
effort to break a legislative 
stalemate that has tied up the 
Senate for six weeks. 


Republican Leader Everett 


M, Dirksen of Illinois, who 
played a key role after first op- 
posing any open housing bill, in- 
troduced the compromise late in 
the day. 


The open housing section 


would take effect 
in three 


stages, with a ban on discrimi- 
nation in the sale or rental of 
housing applying immediately 
only to federally assisted hous. 
ing. 


Essentially, this would cover 


houses financed with FHA and 
VA loans and public housing 
projects. A person who had an 
FHA loan and had not paid it off 
would be prohibited from dis- 
criminating in the sale of his 
property, as would persons who 
obtain 
government-guaranteed 


mortgage loans in the future. 


The second stage would be- 


come effective Dec. 31, 1968, 
and would cover 
multi-unit 


housing. 


The third and final stage 


would apply to all single-family 
owner-occupied 
homes 
sold 


through real estate brokers. 


If an owner handled the sale 


himself, he would not be barred 
from 
discriminating against 


prospective buyers. Also ex- 
empted would be the renting of 
rooms or apartments in owner- 
occupied dwellings of not more 
than four units. 


Sen. Walter F. Mondale, D- 


Minn., a chief sponsor of open 
housing, told newsmen that the 
compromise, when fully effec- 
tive, would cover about 44.6 mil- 
lion units, or about 68 per cent 
of the nation's housing, 


A person who felt he had been 


discriminated against in trying 
to buy a house because of his 
race, color, religion or national 
origin would have two remedies 
open to him.

IRS Declares 
Steen Owes 
$1.8 Million 


RENO, Nev. (AP) — Charles 


Steen, whose uranium discover, 
ies a decade ago brought him 
from rags to riches, owes the 
government $1.8 million, the In. 
ternal Revenue Service said 
Wednesday. 


The IRS seized his 
office 


building near the Reno airport 
and Cassair, Inc., his light plane 
sales and service company at 
the airport. 


The taxmen filed liens total, 


ing $1,839,932 in several Nevada 
counties against Steen property 
including his Arabian horse 
ranch in Washoe Valley between 
Reno and Carson City. 


Steen's worth has been esti- 


mated as high as $60 million. He 
made his fortune in uranium 
near the southern Utah desert 
town of Moab. The IRS says he 
owes the $1.8 million on individ. 
ual income tax returns from 
1958 to 1960. 


His attorney, Mead Dixon, 


said Steen was out of town look- 
ing at a mine. 


"It is my understanding he 


now has business negotiations 
underway that should clear this 
all up within the next 35 to 40 
days," Dixon said. 
' 'The tax matter itself is a dis- 


puted issue. Mr. Steen has his 
own tax counsel who are re- 
viewing the claims of the Inter, 
nal Revenue. I am informed 
they intend to contest the claims 
through the usual channels." 


Dixon said Steen's staff has 


told him they have the funds to 
lift the liens, and claimed "the 
Internal Revenue moved with- 
out notice and levied an arbi. 
trary assessment. The exact 
amount of the tax has never 
been determined by audit."

Calling Up the Reserves 


WASHINGTON-The chairman 


of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
Gen. Earle G, Wheeler, has re- 
turned from Saigon to recom- 
mend a substantial addition to 
Gen. William C. Westmore- 
land's troop strength. As Gen. 
de Gaulle would say, it is "in 
toe nature of things" that he 
should do so.

The ready reserves 
would then provide something 
like 40,000 men, who would be 
almost immediately available. 
Much of toe remainder, who are 
in varying stages of readiness, 
would also have to be called up, 
to provide backup. 


The first thing to note about 


this matter is that events have 
struck down the arguments Sec- 
retary Robert S. McNamara 
has always used against a gen- 
eral callup of toe reserves. 
These have been based on the 
fact that men in the reserves 
are only required to serve for 
a year, unless there is general 
mobilization or a declaration 
of war, 


Hence, 
McNamara has al- 


ways, until now, opposed a call- 
up on toe ground that the re- 
serves, once called, immediate- 
ly would become a wasting asset 
in a war of uncertain duration. 
The argument was perfectly 
valid, too, as long as toe Hanoi 


war-planners continued to keep 
open toe option of what they call 
"protracted war." 


But toe real meaning of the 


events of the last month is, 
quite simply, that toe Hanoi 
war-planners concluded some 
time ago that "protracted war" 
was not a practical proposition 
for 
them. 
Hence, Gen. Vo 


Nguyen Giap began to go for 
broke with the Tet period at- 
tacks on the cities. The aim 
was, and is, to drag toe United 
States to the negotiating table 
on Hanoi's terms. 


The decision to go for broke 


necessarily implies abandon- 
ment of the "protracted war" 
option, for quite practical and 
obvious reasons. 
With only 


about 135,000 men in the Viet 
Cong-North Vietnamese main 
and local forces in South Viet- 
nam, toe enemy has expended 
in the short space of one month 
no less than 40,000 men, either 
killed or captured, plus an un- 
known 
number of disabling 


wounded. 


The fighting new going on is 


not taking the form of big, 
dramatic engagements. But it 
is much more intense than in 
toe past, and the enemy's cur- 
rent loss rate is close to 500 
men a day. That means that 
every six days the enemy is 
losing the equivalent of one 
month of Viet Cong recruit- 
ment in South Vietnam. 


As the captured documents 


continue to pour in, moreover, 
it becomes clearer and clear- 
er that the Tet period attacks 
on the cities were a major 
disaster for Gen. Giap, if meas- 
ured in terms of his planned 
goals. Self-critical documents 
are now beine obtained, and 
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these show, beyond doubt, that 
both a general uprising of the 
urban populace and toe collapse 
of the South Vietnamese army 
were confidently expected. 


It may be that toe costly fail- 


ure to attain these goals ex- 
plains the long delay at Khe 
Sanh, which was (and perhaps 
still is) to be the scene of toe 
second stage of toe plan to force 
negotiations on terms desired 
by Hanoi. At any rate, toe pres- 
ent position is that both sides 
have suffered. Both sides are 
a bit groggy. 
But the Hanoi 


war-planners have committed 
themselves to going for broke 
and have experienced a grave 
setback in toe first round. 
In these circumstances, the 


time limit on toe reserves' 
service is of relatively little 
importance. 
If all goes well 


(pray God) in toe next couple 
of months, everything will then 
depend on Westmoreland's abil- 
ity to launch a decisive coun- 
teroffprtsive thereafter. 
And 


since toe "protracted 
war" 


option has been so dramatical- 
ly cast away by Ha.ioi, a coun- 
teroffensive can now be genu- 
inely decisive. 


In short, the betting has be- 


come very good, indeed, on ne- 
gotiations within six months' 
time, either on Hanoi's terms 
or on our terms. Mr. John- 
son will be feckless, foolish 
and derelict in his duty (and he 
will also be acting against his 
own practical, long-range in- 
terests) if he fails to call up 
toe reserves in order to insure 
negotiations on our terms. 


There are other reasons for 


taking out this insurance policy. 
The handling of the Pueblo af- 
fair has been thoroughly sensi- 
ble, since no diversion from 
toe main theater should be per- 
mitted at this time. But it has 
given an impression of weak- 
ness, nonetheless, that could 
tempt toe North Koreans to 
try something else of a more 
serious nature, or could even 
tempt Hanoi to change toe pat- 
tern of toe war by making a 
really major move in Laos. 


For the moment, in truth, 


the whole thing hangs on a raz- 
or's edge. But it will almost 
certainly cease to do so if toe 
President 
gives 
toe 
right 


answer to Gens. Wheeler and 
Westmoreland.

This appraisal may differ 


somewhat from the day-to-day

If it does, it is because 
it is being made with the bene- 
fit of hindsight, an advantage 
that is denied to reporters and 
commentators. 


Let's look at some of the pro- 


posals •- of local interest •• it 
would seem safe to predict will

--Row Office: 
Coroners and 


Surveyors were removed from 
the list of constitutionally re- 
quired county officials. Ap- 
pointed Public Defenders were 
added. 


-•Home Rule: All local gov- 


ernment, including counties, 
will be eligible for home rule 
charters. Referenda to approve 
these charters may be called by 
the 
governing bodies, them- 


selves, or by the voters in a 
new 
(to Pennsylvania) pro- 


cedure 
called 
"initiative." 


Home rule governments will 
have all powers and rights not 
denied to them by the State Con- 
stitution or laws, or by their own 
charters. 


—Optional Local Government: 


The General Assembly must 
provide optional forms of gov-

Also, the 
State must set up an agency 
to study these problems, to ad- 
vise communities, and to initi- 
ate local referenda. 


--Local Debt: Except for Phil- 


adelphia, the debt limits of all 
local 
government, including 


school districts, are to be set 
by the Legislature, based on a 
percentage of local revenues. 
Philadelphia's debt is not to 
exceed 13.5 percent of the as- 
sessed valuation of its taxable 
real estate, but any increase of 
more than 3 percent will re- 
quire voter approval, 


--L o c a 1 Apportionment: 


Where local governing bodies 
are not elected at large, they 
are to be elected by apportion- 
ed districts of compact size 
and substantially equal popula- 
tion. 


--Apportionment 
Commis- 


sion: A five-man Commission 
is provided to break the state 
down to 50 senatorial districts 
and 
203 representative dis- 


tricts, compact in size and as 
nearly equal in population as is 
possible, whenever a Federal 
census is taken. If the Com- 
mission fails to act, the State 
Supreme Court will apportion 
the state. 


—Sti.tG Debt: Pennsylvania's 


120-year 
prohibition against 


state debt gives way to a pro- 
posal authorizing the General 
Assembly to borrow—for capi- 
tal projects, 
only—up to 175 


percent of the state's average 
tax revenues. 
Greater debt 


can be incurred only with the 
approval of the voters in a 
statewide referendum. 


Certainly 
these issues de- 


serve the earnest consideration 
of every citizen of the state, 
as well as some of the more 
statewide issues Ihave not men- 
tioned such as the proposal for 
the judiciary of the state, state 
budgets and state taxes. 


Now it's up to the voters of

A Perilous Business 


DA NANG — Sgt. James Milonas5 s instruc- 


tions were terse. 


"We'll be on the ground at Khe Sanh less than 


two minutes," he said. "As soon as the car go is 
dumped, pile out of the plane and run like hell 
for the nearest bunker." 


Our C-123 assault transport was loaded with 


anti-tank ammo for beleaguered Khe Sanh,which 
the North Vietnamese hope to 
turn into an American DienBien 
Phu. 


The ammunition was packed in 


boxes, which were lashed to a 
roller bed. After we hit the run- 
way at Khe Sanh, the rear ramp 
would be lowered, and the load 
would roll out the tail as we 
taxied down the field. The de= 
planing passengers were sup. 
posed to follow after the cargo 
. , 


on the double. 
Anderson 


The reason for the haste was that Communist 


mortars, artillery and rockets were zeroed in 
on the air strip. As long as our giant transport 
plane remained on the strip it would be a dead 
duck in a Communist shooting gallery. 


The record turnaround for unloading a plane 


at Khe Sanh, Sgt. Milonas said, had been 43 
seconds. No transport plane, however, stayed 
on the ground longer than two minutes. Even 
that was long enough for most planes to pick up 
shrapnel. Two had even been destroyed on the 
runway. 


The rain forests on the lower slopes arouna 


Khe Sanh are teeming with North Vietnamese. 
Their exact strength and location are hidden 
beneath a canopy of dense green foliage. Weeks 
ago they overran the small village of Khe Sanh. 
But the Marines still hold the highlands. 


Their main bastion forms an irregular rec. 


tangle about one mile long and hall a mile wide 
on a shell-pocked plateau. The Marines also 
occupy the mountaintops — hills 861, 881, and 
950 — looking down on toe plateau. 


These heights dominate one of the main ilfil- 


tration routes into South Vietnam. The Marines, 
more accustomed to assault than defense, have 
been ordered to cling to the high ground. 


Anxiously, the Joint Chiefs in Washington have 


asked Gen. William Westmoreland in Saigon 
whether he can hold the Khe Sanh bastion against 
the massing North Vietnamese. The Pentagon 
brass have suggested it might be better to pull 
back, thus upsetting meticulously rigid enemy 
planning that is characteristic of the North 
Vietnamese. 


Westmoreland assured the Joint Chiefs that he 


welcomed a showdown with Gen.Vo Nguyen Giap, 
the conqueror of Dien Bien Phu, now toe enemy 
commander at Khe Sanh. 


Marine officers told me that any defensive 


position, including Khe Sanh, can be overrun — 
if enough manpower and firepower are thrown 
into the battle. However, they promised that fee 
Marines would make the North Vietnamese pay 
terribly for every foot of ground they take.

Meanwhile, our plane was winging toward the 


airstrip which has become the lifeline of Khe 
Sanh. Inside our cavernous C-123 the shriek of 
the twin motors was deafening. Communication 
was restricted to lip reading and pantomime. 


As we neared the mountain stronghold, the 


grizzled Milonas offered almost inaudible advice 
about the bunkers where we were to seek shelter. 
He couldn't give their exact location. As load 
master, he had always been too occupied dis. 
gorging the cargo to take inventory of the human 
shelters. If the mortar rounds started falling 
too fast and close, however, he suggested the 
most convenient refuge might be a drainage pipe 
alongside the airstrip. 


Sgt. John Evans, the crew chief, finally signalled 
that we were over Khe Sanh. I strained for a 
glimpse, but the ground was blotted out by a 
thick, white cloud bank. 


Evans swooped his hand in a downward glide to 


indicate that we were descending. I buckled up 
my steel-$>lated flak jacket and clamped on the 
heavy steel helmet. But no opening appeared in 
the white vapor that had swallowed us. 


Evans rotated his finger in the air; we would 


circle for awhile. For nearly two hours, we 
circled over Khe Sanh, watching for a break in 
the fog. Once we dipped dangerously near the 
mountaintop level. But Evans formed a circle 
with his thumb and forefinger — it was ceiling 
zero. 


At last the aircraft commander, Capt. Carvel 


Hartley, a heavy, hooknosed man, reached for 
a cardboard computer. He twirled the dials and 
concluded that the gas was running low. Back to 
Da Nang we flew. 


The weather forecast for Khe Sanh was heavy 


overcast for the next three days. It was the kind 
of weather the enemy likes.

South Korean 
Marines, who have turned out to be some of the 
toughest fighters in Vietnam, are having trouble 
getting air and artillery support. Radio opera- 
tors and helicopter pilots were suspicious of 
the oriental accent of the South Koreans.

To solve the problem, the Korean and u. S. 
Marines here have set up gunfire liaison com. 
panies. Americans with acceptable accents now 
accompany the Koreans into action . . . The 
press camp at Da Nang was on red alert during 
my second night there. Intelligence agents had 
picked up a report that the Viet Cong were 
planning an attack in the vicinity of the press 
camp. The only attack came from mosquitoes 
... My biggest surprise has been the weather. 
Here in monsoon country it is cool during the 
day and nippy at night. I had thought South 
Vietnam was always steaming hot.

Over the past several years I 


have favored federal and state 
ownership 
of 
recreational 


lands. » was my thought that 
while private owners may have 
the best Intentions so far as the 
public was concerned, there was 
always the possibility that a 
change of ownership or a re- 
vision in land use could come 
along 
to limit public access. 


This, I felt, could not happen 
on publicly-owned lands. 


Further than this, so far as the 


Allegheny National Forest was 
concerned, payments in lieu of 
taxes was highly favorable to 
local townships. With some of 
our more remote 
townships 


made up almost entirely of fed- 
era! lands this was an impor. 
tant consideration. 


Then, too, if we were ever to 


get the promised federal de- 
velopment of recreational fa. 
cUities along the west bank of 
the Kinzua Dam, federal owner- 
ship of lands in the vicinity of 
these developments seemed jus- 
tified. 
Yet when the Warren County 


commissioners took action re- 
cently calling for a "second

NEW YORK — The rejection 


of Adlai Stevenson m by mi. 
noises boss-ridden Democrats 
is the latest suggestion that 
President Johnson is going into 
the 1968 election as the can- 
didate of a dangerously weak, 
ened coalition of state and lo- 
cal parties. 


It is not en- 


tirely c l e a r 
w h y Mayor 
Richard Daley, 
t h e Illinois 
kingpin who is 
a major ally of 
Johnson, turn- 
e d 
d o w n 


Stevenson, who 
was the most 
proven 
vote- 


getter avail - 
able,and chose 
a little-known party regular to 
run against Everett McKinley 
Dirksen. 


The Republican Senate leader 


may have bought immunity from 
strong opposition by supporting 
a compromise version of John- 
son's civil rights bill; or Steven- 
son may have been turned down 
only because he refused to give 
unblinking and unquestioning 
support to the war in Vietnam, 
not only now but for all time 
to come; or both. 


What is abundantly clear,how. 


ever, is that the Illinois ticket 
that Lyndon Johnson now will 
head next fall is significantly- 
weaker than it might have been. 
In that major state, where any 
Republican 
presidential can- 


date is likely to run strongly, 
Johnson will have no long local 
coat-tails to hang on to. 


For a personally unpopular 


President, facing a 
difficult 


re-election campaign, that is a 
serious 
matter. In 1948, for 


instance, Harry Truman could 
poll, in a four-man race, only 
49.5 per cent of the total vote 
cast for president. But Demo- 
cratic candidates for seats in 
the House won 53.7 per cent of 
the votes cast In the congres- 
sional election. The two figures 
are not directly comparable but 
it is certain that the state and 
local Democrats who ran ahead 
of Truman helped pull him back 
into office. 


Similarly, in 1960, when John 


F= Kennedy was burdened by 
the religious issue, a strong 
opponent and an incumbent Re- 
publican administration, he was 
greatly helped by state and lo- 
cal Democratic vote-getters. 
Those running for the House and 
the Senate polled 35 per cent of 
the total congressional vote. 


This was of major assistance 


to Kennedy, who got only 49.7 
per cent of the presidential vote. 
On the other hand, Richard 
Nixon all but matched Kennedy 
with 49.5 per cent; although his 
state and local running mates 
won only 45 per cent of the con. 
gressional vote thus, it might 
well be said that they dragged 
Nixon down to defeat. 


This is a year when Johnson, 


like Kennedy and Truman be- 


fore him, is badly in need of 
popular local candidates to lean 
on in the major states. But 
what is he getting? 


In New York, the most highly 


regarded possibility to 
run 


against Republican Sen. Jacob 
K. Javits was Morris Abram, 
a Jewish southerner with an 
excellent record of public serv- 
ice; he probably could not have 
beaten Javits but he might well 
have assisted the Democratic 
ticket more than anyone else. 
But Abraro could not get White 
House backing for his views on 
Vietnam, although they were 
satisfactory to Vice President 
Humphrey. 


Stevenson and Abram, theo- 


retically, could run primary 
campaigns and perhaps win the 
senatorial nominations in their 
states. 
But the White House 


controls the President's Club, 
which pre-empts most Demo- 
cratic campaign money and 
doles it out to state and local 
candidates only as Lyndon John- 
son might permit. Abram nev- 
er lost sight of that grim fact. 
And in Stevenson's case, pre- 
maturely challenging the power 
of Mayor Daley might have prov. 
en counter-productive indeed, 
especially for one whose polit- 
ical future is still glittering. 


California is another major 


state where no strong Demo- 
cratic candidate now is likely 
to help Johnson by making the 
Senate race against Republi- 
can Rom Kuchel, but where 
Johnson needs all the support 
he can get. In fact, if the 
President should be challenged 
in that state's Democratic pri- 
mary by, say, George Wallace, 
the 
best available Johnson 


stand-in is Attorney General 
Lynch, whose name is scarcely 
a household word. 
For entirely different reasons 


in still a fourth major state— 
his own Texas—Johnson will 
not have the comforting name 
of either of the leading Demo- 
crats, Gov. John Connally Jr., 
or Sen. Ralph Yarborough, on 
the ticket as a gubernatorial 
candidate. 


The White House denied that 


Johnson had been involved in 
Abram's decision not to run 
and there is no evidence that 
the President helped shoot down 
Stevenson. 
The fact remains 


that he is at least permittine 
Democrats in some of the most 
vital states to reject the can- 
didates who might help him 
most.

have taken place. 


Changes that also deserve con- 
sideration if the Kinzua Dam 
is ultimately to be of most 
benefit to the public at laree. 


A most important change has 


been the attitude of the private 
landowners in the dam area. A 
few years ago their interest 
was centered in growing trees 
for lumber. 
Now, however, 


they are awakening to the reo 
reational values of their lands 
and tentative plans are being 
made to produce two paying 
crops from the same acre of 
land—timber and recreation. 


A few years ago the thought 


of having to charge for rec. 
reational privileges discourag. 
ed private landowners 
from 


thinking along these lines. How- 
ever, the government itself 
broke the ice by instituting 
charges at their facilities, thus 
presenting the possibility that 
private developments could be 
both practical and profitable. 
With the average landowner be- 
ing an astute businessman, the 
outcome was inevitable. 


Add to this the fact that de- 


velopment of much needed fed. 
eral installations has been slow- 
ed by budget restrictions over 
the past few years and the pros, 
pects for private development 
are even more encouraging. And 
with the possibility that such 
private developments could be 
meeting the needs of the com- 


munity before federal funds will 
be available to the job. 


One plan of private develop- 


ment that has been under con. 
sideration in the dam area is a 
sub-division along the edge of a 
privately-owned forest to create 
a summer home colony. Such a 
development would add consid. 
erably to the tax base of the 
county, providing a much great- 
er income than would be real, 
ized from undeveloped recrea- 
tional lands. The tools to con. 
trol the type of development 
it would be already exist in our 
zoning laws. 


Another change that has taken 


place just within the past month 
makes it highly advisable to 
have a "second look" at the 
matter of further federal own- 
ership in Warren County. This 
is a bill recently introduced in 
Congress, H. R. 15253, by Philip 
E. Ruppe of Michigan. As yet, 
I don't have a complete break- 
down on the provisions it pro- 
poses but just to think of what 
it could mean gives one the 
shivers. 


It's 
been no secret over the 


years that counties hosting the 
national forests have looked 
with covetous eyes on the wind, 
falls federal in lieu of taxes 
payments have provided their 
townships. Not a nickel of these 
funds representing 25 per cent 
of the income from the federal 
lands, which in the case of the 
Allegheny National Forest have 
been exceptional, ever reached 
the county treasury. 
But as 


the counties have never been 
able to mount a sustained drive 
to have the original legislation 
changed, no change has been 
forthcoming. 
The funds are 


paid directly to the townships 
for school and road purposes. 


But now, It seems, the states 


are trying to cut in. If the Ruppe 
bill is passed (as I understand 


it) all such revenues would be 
paid to the states. This, as 
anyone can see, could be dis» 
astrous to our more remote 
townships where most or a lot 
of their income is from these 
federal payments. It would be 
especially foolish for Warren 
County to encourage federal ac. 
quisition in the dam area if in 
effect we were pushing these 
tax-paying lands into a position 
where the revenue from them 
would be paid to the state. 


So all in all, in the light of 


present circumstances, I favor 
taking a "second look" at furth- 
er federal acquisition in the 
dam area, or at least slowing 
the action down until it is de- 
termined if funds to develop 
the area will be available in 
the foreseeable future and the 
Congressional reaction to the 
Ruppe proposal takes form.

An aging newspaper clipping 
tells an interesting story of a 
former Warren police chief's 
war on "auto spooners." Chief 
Martin Wholeben (1919-1926) 
ordered all policemen to watch 
for this class of offenders and 
bring prosecution against them.

Ted Kennedy Proposes 
Comprehensive Draft Reform

WASHINGTON—Sen. Edward 


M. Kennedy, D-Mass.,proposed 
legislation 
Wednesday that 


would effect a comprehensive 
reform of the draft, including 
the suspension of deferments 
for college undergraduates in 
wartime. 


In a half-hour speech on the 


Senate floor Wednesday explain. 
ing the major points of his 
150.page bill, Kennedy argued 
that the Vietnam war had fo- 
cused attention on the need for 
draft reform and that the cur. 
rent law was "a patchwork of 
piecemeal additions and alter, 
ahons." 
"It satisfied no one," he said. 


"We must rewrite it, and must 
rethink its underpinnings if we 
are to have a law which fairly 
reflects the spirit of our free 
society." 


Kennedy is considered the 


leading senate advocate of draft 
reform. Many of the 18 major 
provisions of his bill would 
enact changes in the draft along 
lines proposed by the National 
Advisory Commission on Selec- 
tive Service in its report to 
President Johnson last Febru. 
ary. 


The first provision of the bill, 


and one of the most controver. 
sial recommendations of the 
draft commission, would be 
the creation of a system of ran. 
dom selection or draft lottery. 
This would replace the present 
selection process whereby the 
oldest men are drafted first in 
order of their birth dates.

At present, al' wigs were ex- 


empt from the federal flam - 
mable fabrics 
act, 
which is 


limited strictly to wearing ap- 
parel. Consequently, wigs are 
not required by law to carry 
"non - inflammable" labels. 
Some do, but those that don't 
are not necessarily unsafe. 


The FTC spokesman said that 


if wigs were included in a new 
flammable fabrics act now un- 
der consideration by the de- 
partment of commerce, the 
FTC would be able to test them 
and—if they were found to be 
Hazardous—take them off the 
market. 


So far most of the country's 


consumer and safety groups 
have not tested wigs. 


Eleanor Pollock, public re- 


lations adviser to Betty Fur. 
ness, President Johnson's spec, 
ial assistant on consumer af- 
fairs, said; "We've said and 
done 
nothing, 
because 
we 


haven't even had one letter com. 
plaining about wigs." 


Sarah Miles of the National 


Safety Council in Chicago said 
the council's home division had 
tested the reaction of fibers to 
fire and found that modacrylics 
—a group of man-made fibers 
that includes dynel—burn only 
when in contact with flame. 


"Once the ignition source is 


removed," Miss Miles added, 
"they (modacrylics) are self- 
extinguishing." 


Neither the bureau of fire pre- 


vention of the New York City 
fire department nor the New 
York State fire insurance board 
has reported any incidents of 
wigs catching fire. Nor have 
there been any reports of wig1 
holocausts in other parts of the 
countrv. 
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Push Beer Sales in Groceries 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — An 


organization composed of most 
food chains and many Individ- 
ual food stores in the state have 
started a drive to permit beer 
sales in grocery stores.

pharmaceutical companies — 
American Cyanamid Company, 
Bristol - Myers Company and 
Chas. Pfizer & Co.-.were each 
fined $150,000 Wednesday for 
conspiring to control the manu. 
facture, sale and distribution 
of antibiotics. 


Federal 
Judge Marvin E. 


Frankel gave the three com. 
pames 
the 
maximum 
fine, 


$50,000, 
on each of three 


counts. 
The companies were 


convicted last Dec. 29 after a 
jury trial that lasted 10 weeks. 
Judge Frankel presided at that 
trial. 


Payment of the fines were 


stayed pending appeals by each 
oi the companies. 


The judge's sentence was con. 


sistent with that asked by Harry 
G. Sklarsky, the federal gov- 
ernment's chief attorney in the 
case. Citing sales by the three 
companies of more than $1 
billion in broad spectrum anti- 
biotics in the period from 1953 
to 
1961, Sklarsky declared: 


"The maximum (fine) here is 
really minor, from the point of 
view of the size of the com.

It's with some regret that we publicly an- 


nounce that we're leaving Warren. 


We've accepted the position of sports editor 


of the Lock Haven Express starting April 1. 


That gives us a little over a month to recount 


some memorable moments during our past three 
years of covering athletic events in this area, 
and a few other incidents that we'd just as 
soon forget. 


There are two main reasons for the decision 


to change. 
An important one is that the Ex- 


press is an afternoon newspaper (as was the 
Times-Mirror, where we got our start). Basical- 
ly, 
that means working mornings 
to meet 


a 12:30 p.m. deadline instead of working nights 
to meet a 12:30 a.m. deadline here. 


It also means afternoons off and the same 


for evenings, except for the nights when there 
are events to cover, or a special feature to be 
completed. 


Also, no Sundays. 
The answer to the question, "Why Lock 


Haven?" is the second major reason for leav- 
ing. 


Lock Haven is a rural community of about 


12,000 population on the banks of the Susque- 
hanna River. In many ways, it's very similar 
to Warren. 


It's boundaries include Lock Haven State 


College, a coed institution of 1,600 students 
on a hillside campus. 


It's in the heart of wrestling country. 
Despite 
its 
size, the college boasts of a 


wrestling team that has earned a reputation as 
a national powerhouse. Currently coached by 
Gray Simons, three-time NCAA champion, Lock 
Haven is the number one-ranked NAIA team 
and has enjoyed a rating among the Top Ten 
in the NCAA poll. Now 11-0, the Bald Eagles ' 
have won 31 of their last 32 matches, dating 
back to 1965, and meet Oklahoma State, the 
number one major college team in the country, 
on March 18. 


Lock Haven State has won NAIA team titles 


in 1961, 1963, 1966 and 1967. They have had 
21 individual NAIA champions, more than any 
other competing college. LHSC wrestlers have 
won 89 individual Pennsylvania State Colleges 
Athletic Conference titles and have captured 
the team title 13 times in the 24-year history 
of the PSCAC Tournament, 


In addition to Simons, other former Lock 


Haven grapplers who are known here include 
Warren's Bob Benson, now head coach at Cor- 
ry, and "Biff" Walizer, Titusville's coach. 


Nor does wrestling fame stop at the college. 


Lock Haven High has had nine PIAA State 
Champions, including four-time winner Mike 
.Johnson. Larry Rippey, who won PIAA titles 
in 1966 and 1967, is a member of the Lock 
Haven State College freshman mat team. 


Stan "Speed" Glossner, who has officiated 


many Dragon matches, is a former LHHS wrest- 
ling star. 


It's also football country. Both the high school 


and the college produce consistently good grid 
teams. 
Bald Eagle Nittany High School, just 


four miles from the center of Lock Haven, has 
been undefeated on the gridiron for three years. 


Basketball enjoys less popularity in the area 


than football or wrestling, but the Lock Haven 
High cagers have compiled a regular season 
record of 22-1 this year. We'll have to report 
on track and field after we've been down there 
a while this spring. 


As you can see, it's a paradise for a sports 


fan, or for a sports writer. They take their 
athletics, especially wrestling, very seriously 
there. 


It's also a challenge for us to accept the re- 


sponsibility of reporting sports in that area. 
We' re looking forward to it. 


We mentioned above that we regret leaving 


this area. Naturally, since this is our home, 
we have many family and personal ties here. 


We have also enjoyed our association with the 


athletes, coaches and all others associated with 
athletics in this area. We don't believe we'll 
ever find better boys than represent the five 
high schools in the county. 


And the fans can't be any more rabid than 


a few we know right here in town. 


The games, events and conversations that 


stick in our memory will be covered in a later 
column. Depending on our mood at the time, 
we may also air a few gripes.

"I tell them 
it's the same sort of thing Betty 
Furness is doing on a national 
level. 


"My main job will be to alert 


the public that this bureau ex. 
ists, that the administration has 
a deep concern for consumers. 


And I want to put the message 
into the hands of the people 
who need it most—the house. 
wives.'' 


A housewife herself, and a 


grandmother, Mrs. Knauer said 
she is glad a woman was ap- 
pointed to head the bureau. 


"After all," 
she reasoned, 


"They do all the shopping." 


The consumer bureau was 


created by executive order in 
March, 1966. It is a division of 
the State Justice Department. 
Vacant the past several months, 
the position of director pays 
$14,657 a year. 


Mrs. 
Knauer said she plans 


to focus on several areas, in. 
eluding greater uniformity in 
packaging ("People can't tell if 
they're getting a bargain"); 
dishonesty in advertising and 
unscrupulous "supersalesrnen" 
such as those who fleece the 
public with nonworkable storm 
windows and siding. 


"We will investigate anything 


that involves the protection of 
the consumer," she said. "This 
will protect honest ousinessmen 


who stand behind their products. 
We're after the small, shifty 
crowd that operates on ^gulli- 
bility of people." 


Despite her flashing smile ana 


soft . speaking manner, Mrs. 
Knauer has proved she can be 
a good watchdog. In her first 
term on Philadelphia's council 
(1960-64), she was one of two 
Republicans opposing 15 Dem- 
ocrats. After her reelection, she 
was one of four GOP Council 
members. 


Mrs. Knauer was defeated in 


her try for a third term last 
year, and was "enjoying retire, 
ment" when she received a call 
from the governor's office a few 
weeks ago asking if she would 
be interested in the consumer 
job.

finish consideration of the judi- 
ciary proposal Wednesday night 
if the convention is to meet its 
Thursday midnight deadline. 


"I just don't think it would

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Area Delegate Reports on Con Con 


By MAX P. GABRESKI 


(Delegate from the 25th Sena- 


torial District to the Constitu- 
tional Convention) 


I wish- to report to the voters 


of Elk, Forest, McKean, Warren 
and Venango Counties that the 
Delegates to the Pennsylvania 
Constitutional Convention have 
been working overtime to meet 
the deadline today. It appears 
that 
the 
deadline will be 


reached; however, with some 
strain. 


The delegates to the Conven. 


tion have approached their task 
of rewriting the four Articles 
on apportionment, taxation and 
finance, local government and 
the judiciary with an extremely 
conservative tone. It appears 
that the results will be con- 
servative rather than liberal. 
If I were to classify 
the ef- 


forts of the three Delegates 
from our Senatorial District, 
namely, William Clinger, Vic- 
tor Westerberg and Max P. 
Gabreski, I would say that Vic- 
tor Westerberg would be on the 
extreme conservative side and 
that William Clinger and Max 
Gabreski would have been on 
the liberal side tending toward 
reform and tending toward non- 
partisan approach to the work 
ol the Convention. Reporting ob- 
jectively, this would not neces. 
sarily be true of the Assembly, 
man Delegate to the Convention. 


May I give my personal opinion 


on reapportionment. The rr.a= 
jority of the Delegates voted to 
keep the legislature at itspres. 
ent size, namely, 50 Senators 
^"d 203 Representatives. This 
was much to my dislike; I was 
hopeful that we would have the 
number in the legislature re. 
duced. However, political con. 
sideration of the Delegates ap- 
peared to be uppermost and 
they prevailed to the extent 
that, I believe, in the future 
reapportionment will be diffi- 
cult as there appears to be 
very little flexibility. This is 
not a major deficiency of the 
work of the Convention despite 
i:s rigidity. The section deal- 
ing with how Pennsylvania will 
reapportion itself after each 
Federal census is a well writ, 
ten Article of which I am nope, 
ful all of the electors will ap- 
prove. 


The census figures on re- 


apportionment according to the 
new Article are turned over not 
to the legislature as Ln the past, 
but to a new committee to do the 
job. If they fail, the Supreme 
Cuuii v,ill take over. 


The taxation and finance Ar- 


ticle appears to be a very well 
thought out committee plan 
vhich provides for new free- 
Qui-n.s for Pennsylvania, tight- 
ens up financial administration, 
introduces new accounting pro- 
cedures and doe=: many things 
in the field of borrowing,narne« 
ly, permitting the legislature to 
borrow without resorting to the 
authority's device. If there is 
any deficiency, it is that it sets 
up a constitutional provision 
with 
respect 
to 
utilities 


which have never been covered 
by the Constitution heretofore. 
The article on taxation and fi= 
nance seemed to favor the local 
municipality townships in order 
to provide revenues for them at 
the expense of tax-exempt prop- 
erty. Overall, I feel that the 
Article will prove beneficial to 
all of Pennsylvania. 


With respect to local govern, 


ment, it is the opinion of many 
that tins proposal is one of the 
finest ever producedby any con- 
stitutional 
assembly in the 


United States. If the proposal 
is accepted by the voters in 
April, all forms of local govern, 
ment will find strength and 
freedom to do things which we 
were unable to do in the past 
on a county level, on a township 
and municipal level. The Article 
provides for area cooperation 
and 
strengthening 
of govern- 


ment on the county level if it 
suits the voters to do so. 
The Judiciary Article, as it 


now stands, provides the follow- 
ing 
improvements 
in 
our 


judicial system: 


1. A unified system of justice 


and 
of court administration 


throughout the State. 


2. 
Orderly retirement of 


judges, proper and humane pro. 
visions for removing judges who 
have grown physically or men. 
tally infirm. 


3. Preserving the justices of 


the peace in rural Pennsylvania, 
while at the same time reducing 
the number of them. The Article 
provides for qualifications 
of 


justices of the peace and sub- 
jects them to control of the lo- 
cal county court or to the Su- 
preme Court according to its 
rules. 


It is anticipated that the Jus. 


tices of the Peace will no long- 
er operate under a fee system 
but on a salary paid for by the 
Commonwealth. The fines and 
costs normally generated will 
enure to the local municipality, 
county or state, as the law may 
provide, and it is fee experience 
in other states that the costs and 
fines will more than adequately 
provide for the salaries of the 
minor 
judiciary system. A 


community court was provided 
for those judicial districts that 
desire them. Local initiative by 
reierendum will be necessary to 
implement a community court 


syste m in each j udic ial district. 


As of the date of tills memor- 


andum, 
the 
selection 
of 


judges on a statewide level is 
still somewhat unsettled. To 
date, the delegates to fee Con- 
vention have adopted a plan of 
appointment of our Superior and 
Supreme Court justices by the 
Governor with the consent to 
two-thirds of the Senate. E 
seems that it will be very favor- 
able that a stout proposal will 
be adopted, whereby the Govern, 
or will not only have the option 
of going through the appoint- 
ment of judges with the advice 


and consent of the Senate, but 
also implement a nonpartisan 
judicial commission who will 
recommend to him 10 to 20 
names of the justices to be ap- 
pointed to the Supreme and 
Superior Courts. The favorable 
action on this proposal seems 
to be certain. 


The work at the Convention 


was most rewarding to me. As 
a former practical politician 
and now as an idealist, I was 
unable to prevail with my Ideas. 
The new provisions are more 
conservative than I would have 
liked, but I can honestly say 


that they have lost nothing that 
was vital to the welfare of 
Pennsylvania. As it appears 
to me at this time, I will be 
able to honestly support and 
advocate the adoption of the 
work of the Convention in the 
April 23 primary. I feel that 
the Delegates to the Convention 
have done a tremendous job, 
and their product is a true re- 
flection of a consensus of what 
is best for Pennsylvania at this 
time. 


I am writing this memoran. 


durn as there appears to be 
very little time to inform the 
public of the work of the Con. 
vention. The only information 
that will be forthcoming from 
the staff of the Convention will 
be a 48 to 64 page booklet ex- 


plaining precisely what the pro- 
visions of the Constitution are 
and what they will mean to the 
individual citizen or to the Com. 
monwealth and its subdivisions. 
These booklets are intended 
principally for newspapers, ra- 
dio stations, libraries and col. 
leges, 
but 
copies 
should 


be available in each community, 
and I would recommend that all 
of the voters study them. 


There will also be a four^age 


document mailed generally and 
which will summarize the book. 
let. I am hopeful that each voter 
in our District will get a copy. 
The Delegates have spent atre. 
mendous amount of energy and 
have truly sacrificed to come 
out with a workable proposal. 
We have Played our part in 


writing history, and it is hope- 
ful that the voters will play 
their part in exercising an in- 
telligent decision on April 23. 
It is a fond hope of all of the 
Delegates, and I am certain of 
our local Delegates, that each 
voter study, listen, compare 
notes with his neighbor, and 
decide what is in the best inter- 
ests of our Commonwealth.
